No  Charge  for  Packing  or  Packages. — Our  packing  is  done  in  the  most 
careful  manner,  in  neat  boxes,  bates  or  packages,  for  which  no  charge  is 
made. 

Freight  Prepaid. — On  all  orders  for  nursery  stock  amounting  to  $5.00 
or  over,  which  are  accompanied  by  remittance  in  full,  at  prices  named  in 
this  list,  we  will  ship  by  FREIGHT,  PREPAID,  to  all  regularly  established 
shipping  points  in  the  following  States  viz  : Florida,  Georgia,  South  Caro- 
lina, Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana  and  Texas.

CITRUS  FRUITS. 

ORANGES,  POMELOS,  LEMONS,  ETC. 


For  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a greatly  increased  demand'for 
orange  and  other  citrus  trees  grown  at  a safe  distance  from  the  old  grove 
and  orange  nursery  centers  of  the  State — many  of  which  are  badly  infested 
with  numerous  injurious  insects  and  diseases.  This,  together  with  the 
better  ripened  and  more  hardy  condition  of  our  trees,  caused  by  the  more 
temperate  climate  in  which  they  are  grown  and  the  peculiar  adaptability  of 
our  soil,  has  necessitated  a constant  increase  in  our  supply  of  orange  trees 
until  this  branch  of  our  nursery  has  become  of  first  importance. 

Our  citrus  nursery  is  not  only  one  of  the  largest  but  is  pronounced  by 
all  Who  have  seen  it  to  be  the  finest  ever  grown  in  the  State. 

Over  125,000  Trees  of  Orange,  Pomelo,  etc.,  Budded  at  the  Ground 
on  Sour  or  Sweet  Orange,  Rough  Lemon  or  the 
Hardy  Citrus  Trifoliata  Stocks. 

Stocks  for  Oranges  and  Pomelos.— A wide  difference  of  opinion  and  much  localism 
exists  as  to  the  best  and  most  practical  stock  for  oranges,  pomelos,  etc.  To  meet  this  varied 
demand  we  propagate  all  standard  varieties  on  four  of  the  most  popular  stocks.  Orders  not 
stating  the  stock  desired  will  be  filled  with  trees  budded  on  the  stock  that,  in  our  judgment, 
is  besc  suited  to  the  section  in  which  they  are  to  be  planted. 

The  Sour  Orange  as  a Stock. — The  sour  orange  has  been  extensively  used  as  a stock  in 
the  past.  Makes  a handsome  large  grove  tree,  but  the  young  trees  are  not  of  as  rapid  growth 
as  the  sweet  orange  or  rough  lemon.  Trees  budded  upon  it  usually  produce  crops  of  choice 
fruit  from  four  to  six  years  from  .planting. 

The  Sweet  Orange  as  a Stock.— The  sweetorange  is  a favorite  stock  with  many  planters, 
some  claiming  that  the  fruit  is  of  better  quality,  and  that  the  trees  are  more  hardy  and  longer 
lived.  Young  trees  budded  upon  it  grow  off  vigorously,  make  handsome  grove  trees,  and  we 
consider  them  somewhat  more  hardy  than  trees  budded  on  sour  orange  or  rough  lemon. 
Trees  budded  upon  sweet  orange  usually  produce  fruit  in  from  four  to  six  years  from  planting. 

Rough  Lemon  as  a Stock. — The  rough  lemon  is  the  most  vigorous  stock  for  young  trees. 
Trees  budded  on  it  are  very  tender,  and  should  not  be  planted  where  there  is  danger  from 
freezes.  It  is  well  adapted  for  planting  in  the  extreme  southern  portion  of  Florida,  and  is 
especially  adapted  to  the  lower  East  Coast.  Trees  budded  on  rough  lemon  usually  produce 
choice  fruit  in  from  three  to  five  years. 

The  Citrus  Trifoliata  as  a Stock. — The  citrus  trifoliati,  when  used  as  a stock  for  the 
orange  or  grapefruit,  imparts  hardiness,  productiveness  and  early  bearing  qualities  to  the 
variety  budded  on  it.  The  use  of  citrus  trifoliata  as  a stock  is  not  an  absolute  protection 
against  damage  from  frost  during  our  most  severe  seasons,  yet  it  materially  increases  hardi- 
ness by  keeping  the  trees  in  a dormant  condition  during  the  winter  season  several  weeks 
longer  than  any  other  stock  yet  used. 


Early  Bearing  and  Early  Ripening.

* buds.  Trees  budded  on  Trifoliata  not  only  produce  fruit  younger,  but  ripen  it  from  * 
I three  to  six  weeks  earlier  in  the  season. 


Oranges,  pomelos,  etc.,  budded  on  trifoliata  are  not  objectionably  dwarfed,  as  many  suppose.  Young 
trees  in  the  nursery  grow  quite  as  well  and  make  as  large  trees  as  those  on  any  other  stock.  In  the  grove 
they  make  a beautiful,  low-branched,  stocky  and  compact  tree.  We  have  never  known  of  a case  of  Foot- 
Rot  on  Trifoliata.  After  attaining  a bearing  age  the  trees  have  a tendency  to  overbear,  thus  retarding  the 
wood  growth. 

The  early  bearing  quality  and  the  extreme  productiveness  is  of  especial  importance  to  the  planter— the 
trees  producing  profitable  crops  in  from  one  to  two  years  sooner  than  when  budded  on  other  stocks,  reducing 
not  only  the  risk  from  frost,  but  also  the  cost  of  bringing  the  grove  into  profitable  bearing,  and  of  protection 
to  a minimum. 

The  citrus  trifoliata  becomes  entirely  dormant  during  the  winter,  withstanding  zero  weather  without 
injury.  With  the  use  of  citrus  trifoliata  as  a stock  for  oranges  and  grapefruit,  the  orange  industry  can  not 
only  be  revived  in  the  old  orange  belt,  but  extended  into  the  more  northern  portion  of  Florida,  along  the 
Gulf  Coast  and  in  southern  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana  and  Texas. 

Will  an  Orange  Grove  Pay  ?— We  believe  it  will,  and,  as  an  evidence  of  our  faith,  have  planted  within 
the  last  six  months  over  sixty  acres  of  grove  on  the  Pomona  plantation  at  Macclenny.  All  tbe  trees  were 
budded  on  the  citrus  trifoliata  stock  and  largely  of  the  Satsuma  variety.  Two  hundred  trees  were  planted  to 
the  acre.  We  will  head  low.  and  during  the  winter  will  bank  carefully  with  earth  until  they  reach  a bearing 
age,  after  which  we  will  either  provide  some  form  of  protection  for  the  entire  tree,  or  depend  upon  banking 
high  among  the  branches;  saving  enough  of  the  trees  in  case  of  a severe  freeze  so  that  the  injury  will  be  no 
worse  than  a hard  pruning.  The  sure  and  prolific  bearing  qualities  of  the  Satsuma,  when  budded  on  the 
trifoliata,  its  early  ripening,  and  the  high  prices  received  for  the  fruit  on  the  market  will  enable  us  to 
realize  a handsome  income  from  the  grove  if  we  only  save  one  crop  out  of  three.  In  most  peach  and  apple 

growing  sections  one  crop  in  three  is  con- 
sidered satisfactory.

PEACHES  — A MONEY-MAK- 
ING FRUIT  FOR  FLORIDA. 

Few  Places  Can  Offer  as  Many  In- 
ducements to  the  Commercial 
Peach  Orchardist 
as  Florida. 

First.  Florida  is  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing several  choice  market  peaches.  The 
Jewell,  Waldo,  Florida  Gem,  Imperial, 
Pallas,  and  Oviedo,  all  bear  a close  resem- 
blance and  sell  on  the  market  as  Florida 
Honey  Peaches  All  are  free-stone,  iden- 
tical in  color,  similar  in  shape  and  with 
only  a slight  variation  in  flavor.  They  are 
sweet  and  juicy,  with  an  extremely  rich 
aromatic  flavor,  to  be  found  in  no  other 
peach  in  existence.  They  ripen  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  named,  extending 
over  a period  from  May  20  to  July  20.  The 
fine  quality  and  flavor  of  the  first  to  ripen 
creates  a market  for  those  ripening  later, 
which  gradually  becomesbetter  and  larger 
as  the  season  advances,  the  Oviedo  being 
the  largest  and  finest  flavored. 

Second.  The  early  bearing  charac- 
teristic of  this  strain  of  Florida  peaches. 
The  trees,  if  properly  cared  for,  will  pro- 
duce a fair  crop— an  average  of  four 
quarts  per  tree  within  eighteen  months 
from  date  of  planting.  A good  crop  of

from  twenty  to  thirty  quarts,  an  average  of  one  carrier  per  tree,  within  thirty  months  from  planting.  If  'y°u 
can  carry  your  orchard  through  one  year,  it  will  pay  its  own  expenses  after  that. 

Third.  Annual  crops.  Since  their  introduction  from  ten  to  Twelve  years  ago.  these  peaches  have  never 
failed  to  produce  a full  crop  each  year,  with  one  exception— that  of  1899— when  the  Jewell  and  the  Waldo  were 
caught  in  full  bloom  by  the  freeze  of  February  15.  The  mercury  falling  nearly  to  zero,  in  many  places  killing  the 
entire  tops  of  trees  of  these  two  varieties.  The  remaining  four  varieties  produced  a full  crop  in  1899.  T ™ 

Fourth.  In  June  and  July,  1900,  the  Sneed,  Triumph,  Alexander,  etc.,  were  being  shipped  from  Georgia, 
Alabama  and  South  Carolina  in  carload  lots,  at  a loss  on  account  of  the  poor  shipping  quality,  absence  of  flavor 
in  the  fruit,  and  the  rainy  season.  During  the  same  period,  and  with  the  same  rainy  season  to  contend  with,  the 
Florida  growers  having  Jewell,  Waldo,  Florida  Gem,  Pallas  Imperial,  or  Oviedo  were  netting  from  express  ship- 
ments from  75  cents  to  $1.50  per  carrier.  If  the  Florida  orchards  had  been  sufficiently  large  to  have  warranted 
carload  shipments,  the  net  returns  would  have  been  materially  increased.  The  cost  of  freight  would  have  been 
less,  the  fruit  would  have  arrived  on  the  market  in  better  condition  and  sold  for  better  prices. 

Fifth.  Land  is  cheap  and  plentiful,  the  necessary  clearing  and  cost  of  preparing  it  for  the  trees  ffe  small  as 
compared  with  n ost  sections.  Subsequent  care  and  cultivation  is  slight. 

Figure  for  yourself  the  Cost  of  and  Profits  from  a Peach  Orchard. 

Cost  of  Orchard  Until  Three  Years  Old.  Two  hundred  trees  per  acre,  $9.00  per  100.  If  500  or  more  are 
used,  $70.00  per  1,C00  for  the  trees,  freight  prepaid.  Laying  off  orchard  and  planting,  \y2  cents  per  tree.  Fertil- 
izer for  first  year,  two  pounds  per  tree,  applied  in  three  applications;  for  second  year,  four  pounds  per  tree;  for 
third  year,  five  pounds  per  tree.  Cost  of  fertilizer,  from  $30.00  to  $36.00  per  ton.  One  good  man  and  a mule  can 
attend  from  forty  to  fifty  acres  of  orchard,  doing  the  cultivation,  fertilizing,  trimming,  etc.  The  second  year 
sow  beggar-weed  in  the  orchard  after  the  fruit  is  harvested,  keeping  a small  place  near  the  trees  cultivated. 
This  adds  humus  to  the  soil  and  shades  the  ground  during  the  hot  summer  months.  Add  to  the  above  the  cost  of 
land  and  clearing,  which  will  vary  according  to  locality.  As  to  lasting  qualities,  we  know  of  a ten-year-old 
orchard  that  produced  an  average  of  $2.00  net  per  tree  this  year. 

Returns  from  an  Orchard  within  Thirty  Months.— Trees  cared  for  as  above  should  produce  an  average  of 
four  quarts  per  tree  eighteen  months  from  planting.  Six  trees  to  fill  a twenty-four-quart  carrier,  thirty-three 
carriers  per  acre.  Second  season,  thirty  months  from  planting,  trees  should  produce  from  twenty  to  thirty  quarts 
each — an  average  of  one  carrier  per  tree;  two  hundred  carriers  per  acre.  If  fruit  nets  $1.00  per  carrier  you  have 
an  income  of  $233.00  per  acre  within  thirty  months  from  planting. 

We  have  done  this  ourselves.  Our  hooks  and  records  will  show  it.  Others  can  do  as  well.

Eighteen  months  from  planting  we  should  get  3,333  crates  of  fruit;  thirty  months  from  planting,  20,000 
crates  of  fruit — a total  of  23,333  crates.  If  we  only  net  75c.  per  crate  (which  is  low  for  this  class  of  fruit  when 
shipped  in  carload  lots),  we  have  a gross  income  of  $17,499.75,  from  which  we  will  subtract  cost  of  orchard. 
$8,006.00,  leaving  us  a net  cash  profit  of  $9,433.75  on  a three-year  investment,  and  an  orchard  worth  $10,000.00.
